Thoughts and Meditations 
from the Scriptures 


FASTING 

Fasting, which is abstaining from food, is a 
spiritual discipline which can profitably be done 
by almost everyone, though the extent to which 
one abstains should be carefully considered so 
that it matches the person’s ability to do so in a 
healthy way. Fasting should never damage one’s 
health. Fortunately, there is now considerable 
evidence that occasional fasting can actually im¬ 
prove one’s health. The purpose of fasting is not 
specifically to improve one’s physical health or to 
lose weight, but to improve one’s spiritual health. 
By fasting, one often humbles the heart and tem¬ 
pers loquacity. Fasting allows one to meditate 
and pray with a clear and sober mind and gives 
us the opportunity to test our resolve and offer 
our efforts to God and our fellow man. One can 
fast by simply giving up solid foods, drinking 
only water, juice and perhaps tea for a whole day. 
A good way to fast for those who may be new to 
the practice is to eat one moderate meal around 
mid-day, skipping breakfast and supper, and then 
eating again around mid-day the following day. 
One can abstain from eating meat, or sweets, as 
a discipline that puts one on the way to practic¬ 
ing a fast where one completely abstains from 
food. One can live for a long time on very limit¬ 
ed amounts of food, but you should never abstain 
from water. And remember, fasting is a spiritu¬ 
al discipline, and as such it should improve our 
souls. - Christopher Simon

that it will not be obvious to others that you are

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Pension update shows 
some improvement 


Assets in the Ken¬ 
tucky Retirement Sys¬ 
tems have increased by 
$905 million so far this 
fiscal year with invest¬ 
ment gains topping $1 
billion year to date, offi¬ 
cials told the state’s pen¬ 
sion oversight board yes¬ 
terday. 

KRS Executive Di¬ 
rector David Eager told 
the Public Pension Over¬ 
sight Board that the $905 
million increase in assets 
is like “water in the bath¬ 
tub,” with more flowing 
in than flowing out. “It 
went up $900 million, 
said Eager. 

Investment gains, 
while below last year’s 
total of nearly $2 billion, 
should allow KRS to fin¬ 
ish the fiscal year with 
over $1 billion in new in¬ 
come, Eager said. “We’ve 
got three months more to 
tack on here ... Hope¬ 
fully we’ll be up a little 
more than $1.1 billion by 
the end of the year.” 

Also showing prom¬ 
ise are investment returns 
for KRS so far in fiscal 
year 2018, with returns 
for pension and insur¬ 
ance investments up 7.72 
percent and 8.02 percent 
respectively. Eager said 
those are “attractive re¬ 
turns” which are better 
than returns in 2016 and 
slightly below last year’s 
returns. 

Less encouraging to 
some lawmakers is the 
cash flow situation at 
KRS, which has a nega¬ 
tive cash flow of -$197 
million. Also experienc¬ 
ing a negative cash flow 
is the Kentucky Teach¬ 
ers’ Retirement System 
(KTRS) which KTRS 
Deputy Executive Direc¬ 
tor Beau Barnes says has 
a negative cash flow of - 
$258 million so far this 
fiscal year. 

Both Barnes and Ea¬ 
ger explained the nega¬ 
tive cash flow as a mat¬ 
ter of having not enough 
cash on hand to meet de¬ 
mand for benefits. One 
consideration, said Ea¬ 
ger, is an imbalance in 
the number of retirees 
versus active employees. 

“We are in a situa¬ 
tion with the KRS non- 


hazardous plan where we 
have 5,000 more retirees 
than we have active peo¬ 
ple. Pretty hard to have 
positive cash flow when 
you’re paying out that 
level of benefits to that 
many people,” he said. 
“It’s a problem - it’s not 
as big a problem as you 
might feel.” 

Barnes stressed that 
his system’s negative 
cash flow is not as threat¬ 
ening as it might sound, 
adding that KTRS had 
a negative cash flow of 
$650 million two years 
ago. 

“This is a very man¬ 
ageable negative cash 
flow for us,” said Barnes. 
“We are not, for exam¬ 
ple, having to avoid cer¬ 
tain investments, longer 
term investments, that 
we were avoiding when 
we had the $650 million 
and growing negative 
cash flow.” 

Board Co-Chair Sen. 
Joe Bowen, R-Owens- 
boro, said negative cash 
flows are not something 
that the state retirement 
systems should take in 
stride. 

“I want to caution this 
committee and those here 
today that we shouldn’t 
get comfortable with 
negative cash flow fig¬ 
ures even from any type 
of historical perspective 
where we did worse,” 
said Bowen. “We’ve got 
to move beyond that at 
some point.” 

Another issue facing 
the state pension systems 
is a spike in retirements. 
Eager said KRS retire¬ 
ments are up 1,100 in 
2018 compared to 2017, 
he said, with another 
spike expected this Au¬ 
gust. “That’s a real strain 
on us. Again, we’ll get 
it done,” Eager told the 
board. 

A brief presentation 
was also received on the 
Judicial Form Retirement 
System, which includes 
the Judicial Retirement 
Plan and Legislators Re¬ 
tirement Plan. Judicial 
Form Retirement Sys¬ 
tem Executive Director 
Donna Early said some 
third-quarter results were 
“lackluster.”

Willow Baptist Church to 
Celebrate 200 th Anniversary 
on Sunday, July 29 th 

The Early Churches 1818 -1960

Willow Baptist 
Church has a rich and 
unique history, and the 
church will celebrate 
its 200 th anniversary on 
Sunday, July 29, 2018. 

Willow Creek Bap¬ 
tist Church was consti- 
tutedonJune 12,1818, 
at the home of William 
King on the waters of 
Willow Creek in Brack¬ 
en County, KY. A com¬ 
mittee of elders from 
North Fork Church, 
near Milford, KY, was 
appointed to organize 
the church, with the 
first pastor Robert El¬ 
rod, receiving a yearly 
salary of $50. The 
members met in homes 
until Philip Buckner 
gave the church half an 
acre on which to erect a 
building that was com¬ 
pleted for year-round 
use in 1827. The first 
church was used un¬ 
til 1856 when a new 
white frame building 
(later surrounded by a 
wrought iron fence), 
was erected near the 
forks of Bullskin Road 


(now Ford’s Avenue) and 
Highway 22. At a total 
cost of $760.61 and with 
considerable labor from 
the members, this build¬ 
ing served the congrega¬ 
tion until 1967. 

Significant events in 
forming Willow’s early 
history were: 1891 - 

first organ purchased for 
$71.05; 1896 - a silver 
communion set valued at 
$17.50 donated by Bro. 
Sam Burgess; May 3, 
1818 - the Sunday School 
was organized; 1925 -the 
first Woman’s Missionary 
Society organized; 1949 
- the first “Vacation Bible 
School” held; 1959 - 


formation of the Han¬ 
nah Cummins Chapter 
and Rev. Jasper Keith 
called as a full-time 
pastor at a weekly sal¬ 
ary of $55; 1960 - the 
parsonage, which is the 
current home of our 
pastor, was built by 
church members. 

During this time, 
the church and its mem¬ 
bers struggled finan¬ 
cially, but through these 
hardships, the church 
remained strong. 

This is the first in 
a series of articles that 
will look back on the 
history of the Willow 
Baptist Church.

Each year the Kentucky State Police offers top 
of the line Dodge Chargers to the general public. For 
the last few years, many have gone unclaimed. 

“It’s quite baffling. These are top of the line ve¬ 
hicles,” says Sgt. Josh Lawson, commander of the 
Public Affairs Branch.

Giving Farmers a Voice 
in their Community 
WASHINGTON, 
May 22, 2018 — The 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture (USDA) encour¬ 
ages America’s farmers 
and ranchers to nomi¬ 
nate candidates to lead, 
serve and represent their 
community on their lo¬ 
cal county committee. 
USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) will ac¬ 
cept nominations for 
county committee mem¬ 
bers beginning Friday, 
June 15,2018. 

Producers across the 
country are already serv¬ 
ing on committees where 
they play a critical role in 
the day-to-day operations 
of FSA, making impor¬ 
tant decisions on pro¬ 
grams dealing with di¬ 
saster and conservation, 
emergencies, commodity 
price loan support, coun¬ 
ty office employment and 
other agricultural issues. 

“Our county com¬ 
mittees make decisions 
about how federal farm 
programs are adminis¬ 
tered locally to best serve 
the needs of agriculture 
in their community,” said 
Acting FSA Administra¬ 
tor Steve Peterson.
